As President of #the American 
Telephone & Telegraph company, 
Theodore Newton Vail * was the 
head of the largest telephone sys­ 
tem iii the world. 
He was not on lf’ 
its nominal head, but he 
the first the genius that promoted 
the popular use of the telephone, 
the first man to establish long-dis- 
tanee communication by telephone. 
an$, when past seventy years of 
ag£. he was still the initiative head 
of 
a 
system 
that 
numbered 
nine million telephone subscribers 
and represented an investment of 
billion and a half dollars. 
Mr. Vail w’as thirty-one years 
old when Alexander Graham Bell 
invented the telephone, and, not­ 
withstanding his age, he w’as filling 
the responsible post of General Su­ 
perintendent of the Railway Mail 
Service. 
Still earlier, however, he 
had been a telegraph operator, and, 
interested in the possibilities of 
electrical communication, he had 
visions that Bell’s “toy” 
would 
some day be a great factor 
in 
\inerican life. 
Bell and his asso- 
iats had equal faith in Mr. Vail’s 
organizing genius, for he had al- 
eady macle a name for himself as 
n organizer in the promotion of 
the Railway Mail Service, and he 
was easily induced to resign his 
government post to become 
the 
leneral Manager, in 1878, of the 
first American Bell Telephone Com­ 
pany. 
Mr. Vail was known as “the big­ 
gest telephone man iii the world,’ 
not only iii tribute to his genius 
for both mechanical and financial 
organization, but from the 
fact 
that lie was personally a man of 
emarkable physique. 
He was six 
feet, two inches tall, and weighed 
about 280 ponds. 
With this great 
physique he had ail infinite capac­ 
ity for hard work, and a genial dis­ 
position. 
He was born in Carroll county, 
O., July 16. 1845, of Quaker ances- 
His father, David Vail, re­ 
moved from Ohio to Morristown, 
N. J.* when the son was four years 
old, and became associated with a 
brother. Stephen Vail, 
who had 
founded the Speedwell Iron Works, 
near 
Morristown, 
where 
there 
was 
built 
much 
of 
the 
ma­ 
chinery 
for 
the 
first 
trans- 
Atlantic steamship. 
Alfred Vail, 
another brother, wras one of those 
associated with Samuel Morse in 
the invention and promotion of the 
telegraph. 
One of the most ambitious pro­ 
jects which he then planned was a 
merger of the W estern Union Tel­ 
egraph Company with the 
tele­ 
phone company, and in 1910 w'hen 
the telephone interests succeeded 
in securing the controlling power 
in the W estern Union, Mr. Vail 
became president of both 
these 
great corporations.

however, wrhen on April 15. 1914, 
the telephone company disposed of 
its interests in the W estern Union

Prayer is an instinct, but it requires 
proper training or it may lead to dis­ 
astrous consequences—as it leads the 
Hindu woman to throw her child into 
the Ganges to appease the w rath of 
the gods. 
The first lesson in prayer which our 
Savior gave to his disciples is pre­ 
served in Mathew 7:7. “Ask, aud ye 
diall receive; seek and ye shall find; 
knock and it .shall be opened unto 
you.’’ 
Here the Lord teaches us that 
it is our privilege to ask things of 
God. He does not promise us that we 
will receive what v c ask for, but he 
encourages us to ask and to make that 
*he habit of our lives. Our attitude 
should be that of a child, who might 
say, “I do not always obtain w hat I 
ask my father for, but I always get 
something, and he gives me good 
things.” 
So it is with the soul who 
turns to God in extremity or grati­ 
tude; it is sure to receive some bene­ 
fit. 
Perhaps it will be the b( ne fit of 
acquaintance with God, or perhaps we 
will see our own hearts more truly in 
the light of his countenance, and thus 
realize our own sinfulness and self 
ishness.

There Christ says: “If ye 
abide in me, and ray words abide In 
you, ye shall ask w hat ye will and it 
shall be done unto you.” This prom­ 
ises that if we fulfill certain condi­ 
tions God w ill give us our desire.

The place of prayer may be illus­ 
trated by an appeal which Senator 
George Hoar of Massachusetts carried 
lo Theodore Roosevelt when the latter 
was president of the United States.

When 
they arrived at New York it was dis­ 
covered that the children had an in 
curable disease of the eyes which, un­ 
der the laws of tin* United States 
made them I eligible to land in this 
country. The Armenian engaged a law­ 
yer, who went from cm* im migration 
officer to another seeking permission 
for the afflicted children to land. 
Meeting failure on every hand, tin 
lawyer enlisted Senator Iloar’s infiu 
ence. The senator came to New York 
but found tile immigration officials im 
movable.
